place and was used also as an assembly room. 
A wash house piped with town water and 
sanitary arrangements made an ideal camp- 
ing place. 

The program of the day included some 


religious training as well as the regular rou- 
tine of camp life and was as follows: 7.00 a.m., 
setting up drill; 7.30, breakfast followed by a 
short chapel service and the password of the 
day; 9.00 to 11,00, camp service duties and 
inspection; 11.00, swimming and at 12.30 
dinner. A rest hour followed and then the 
campers were ready for athletics from 2.00 to 
4.00 when another swim was enjoyed. Supper 
was at 6.00 o'clock and campfire and story- 
telling until 9.00 o'clock. 

The generosity of F. Homer Foster made 
the camp possible.

The old ‘“Almshouse” in Shawsheen Vil- 
lage is being remodelled by the Textile 
Realty company into eight three and four 
room apartments which will add consider- 
ably to the housing accommodations in the 
| village and be rented at a very reasonable 
price. ‘ 
The building which has been the home of 
the Snow sanitarium for the past six or seven 
years, is in fine condition to remodel and an 
attractive set of apartments is being planned 
by the builders. One apartment will consist 
of a bedroom, kitchenette and dining alcove, 
and a livingroom while a four-room suite will 
include kitchen, livingroom and two bed- 
rooms. Each apartment will have a separate 
bathroom and all will be heated by a central 
heating plant already installed in the base- 
ment. Here also is a laundry available to all 
| the tenants 

The building was constructed shortly after 
the Civil war on a Federal grant, and was 
used as an Almshouse until the Shawsheen 
development started several years ago. Then 
the building was purchased by the American 
Woolen company from the town, and the 
inmates were moved to the new Town Infirm- 
ary on Carmel road. It was used as a rooming 
house for American Woolen employees and 
when the offices were moved back to Boston, 
was taken over by Mr. and Mrs. George 
Snow as a private hospital. 

The building is built of brick, has exits on 
Argyle and Arundel streets and has little 
need of repairs on the outside

Effects of Winter Still Felt 


he effects of the heavy hand of “eld man | 
winter” are still developing. It is not im-| 
probable that more injury will become ap 
parent in the next two months 
The severe nature of recent winter injury 
readily in the less thrifty apple 
orchards. There are literally many thousands, 
possibly millions, of apple trees which have 
sulfered great damage. Some of them have

with branches which produced leaves early 
in the season, and now the foliage is repre 


from the twigs. There has been a greatly re 
tricted circulation of the sap, and when this 
falls below the minimum requirements of the | 
foliage, shrivelling and drying results. It} 
be noted that cankered limbs have 
fared the worst 

Che abundant rains along the Atlantic 
seacoast have delayed and probably miti 
gated to a consderable extent the appearance 
of the later types of winter injury. There has 
been a considerable increase in the amount of 
dead wood in trees within the last three 
weeks, and more dying may be expected as 
the season advances. ‘This is especially likely 
to be the case if there are prolonged periods 
of hot, dry weather. A distinctly encouraging

cancerous lesions of any of the years. Cancer 
starts from a trifling beginning, and people 
are helplessly open to its ravages unless they 
are prepared to recognize the signs that mark | 
the beginning of cancer. A practical know 
ledge of the conditions that precede cancer is 
of great value. By avoiding or correcting 
these conditions, cancer may be prevented 

Harmless moles or warts which enlarge or 
bleed upon irritation become dangerous if 
kept sore by repeated injury and irritation, 
particularly if the person is of the cancer age 

over thirty-tive years of age. 

Ulcerations in the mouth or on the tongue, 
resulting frequently from poor fillings or 
sharp points of decayed teeth, which do not 
heal in two weeks time should receive the 
proper at tention and treatment 

Injuries resulting from tears at childbirth 
should always be repaired as soon as possible 
as a measure of protection against cancet of the 
uterus 
| Any woman who notices a lump in her 
| breast should consult a physician at once 
In many cases it may be harmless and early 
removal (if necessary) will prevent what may | 
be an incurable case, if advice is delayed 

Continued disturbance of the stomach and 
intestines, especially if there is a loss of weight

Street and Highway Safety 


A mounting toll of death in spite of com 
bined police activity in the first month of the 
State-Wide Motor Vehicle Law Enforce 
ment Program resulted in the issuance of a 
bulletin to all Massachusetts Chiefs 
Police by the Governor's Committee on 
Street and Highway Safety. The message 
calls for redoubled efforts to apprehend the 
drivers who are guilty of the eight princ ipal 
violations which experience has shown to be 
responsible for the most serious motor ve 
hicle accidents. 

the appeal reveals that July, the second 
month of the program, is beginning with an 
increase of 29 more lives lost on the highways 
than at the corresponding period last year. 
The report shows that the work of the various 
police forces in giving these familiar tickets 
(blue this year) to offenders has been as vigor 
ous as for June, 1933, but the increased num 
ber of motor vehicles on the road and other 
factors, according to the Committee, make 
necessary even more activity and more 
severity than was practised in last year’s six- 
month enforcement movement. 

The number of blue ticket stubs returned 
to the State House for June will exceed 6,000 
when all returns are in—a slightly larger 
figure than for June, 1933, the Committee 
announced, 

One of the outstanding features of the 


to check failure of motorists to observe stop 
signs. More than 1,000 tickets were issued for 
this offense alone. Speed too fast for condi 
tions continued to head the list of offenses 
with 1823 motorists receiving tickets and 
failing to slow down for intersections ranked 
next with 1,218. There was an increase over 
last year in the number of recommendations 
that licenses be suspended. Summonses were 
issued in 1,021 cases while warnings were 
given to about 4,000 initial offenders. 1 he 
first month of the program produced over 50 
repeaters.

Brazil Rain-Drenched in 
One Part; Dry in Other 


Geographically, Brazil is divided Int: 
two great sections—the plateau coun 
try In the Bast, which Includes nearly 
one-third of its territory, and the great 
Interior tropical plains, drained by the 
Amazon system and in a smaller de 
gree by the Rio de Ia Plata tribu 
tarles, The country les almost en 
llrely in the torrid zone, observes a 
writer In the Kansas City Star. In 
general it is a tropical country, with 
subtropical and temperate areas in the 
South and in the central plateau re 
gion. The forest-covered lowland yal 
ley of the Amazon is a region of high 
temperatures which vary little through 
out the year, There is no appreciable 
change of season except im the vari 
ation of rainfall, The coastal plains 
lying between the plateaus and the sea 
are subject to high temperatures and 
humidity as far south as Santos, 

The varied rainfalls are one of the 
peculiarities of the climate of torrid 
Brazil. Whereas three years may pass 
in the northern state of Ceara without 
rain, other sections are drenched for 
months with tropical downpours, The 
country Is fortunate in being free from 
the earthquakes and hurricanes so 
common along the great Cordillera 
from Chile to Mexico and in the Carib 
bean countries. 

Coffee is found chiefly in the tem- 
perate plateau regions and In southern 
Brazil, This is the principal source 
of Brazil’s wealth, with the states of 
Sao Paulo and Matto leading in pro 
duction. The latter bas an fren of 
530,000 square miles and ts the prin 
cipal cattle state of Brazil. 


History of Letter “P” 


of the Present Alphabet 

The letter P, the sixteenth letter 
of our alphabet, was written in the 
Vhoenician from right to left, accord- 
Ing to an authority in the Chicago 
Tribune. It is interesting that, al- 
though the Greek alphabet is general 
ly considered to have descended from 
the Phoenician, the Etruscan and Um 
brian symbols for P more closely re 
semble the Phoenician than they do 
the Greek symbol. The early Roman 
form of the létter was similar to the 
Greek, but as time went on the form 
became more and more rounded. It 
was not until Imperial times, however, 
that the seml-cirele was completed and 
the letter had reached the form it now 


retains, The sound represented by 
the symbol always has been the 
breathed labial stop. 

The letter Q was In the earliest 
Greek alphabets the symbol koppa, 


which was retained in Tlonie Greek 
merely as a syinbol for the figure 90, 
The pronunciation in Greek is the 
same as K, In Latin Q Is commonly 
used in combination with U_ pro- 
nounced as W before a following vowel 
us In the English quill. The letter R, 
called rho In Greek, often was written 
in early Greek alphabets as D, which 
caused confusion hetween the two let 
ters. No consonant has a more varied 
pronunelation than R. The letter 8, 
called sigma in Greek, also has a ya- 
ried pronunciation. It may

Thermometer’s Invention 
Is Credited to Galileo 


The invention of the thermometer 
Is variously  sasecribed—to jallleo 
about 1597, and to various others In 
the next fifteen or twenty years, The 


thermometer we still use in the 
United States, although much of the 
rest of the world has abandoned It 


for a better one, was Invented a cen- 
tury later by an eminent German nat- 
ural philosopher and experimenter, 
Gabriel Daniel Fahrenheit. 
Fahrenheit Is said to have been the 
tirst who used mercury in the con- 
struction of thermometers, His zero 
was the point to which the mercury 
fell In his experimental tubes In the 


winter of 1800. By a mixture of 
sailamoniac, salt and snow, he was 
able to reproduce this same degree 


of cold, and he supposed it to be the 
minimum, 

One of the principal features of 
Fahrenheit’s invention was his dlvl- 
sion of the tube into degrees, so that 
the exact rise and fall could be de- 
termined, Two of his contemporaries, 
Reaumer and Celsius, did the sume 
thing, but they took the freezing 
point—or the melting point of tca— 
as their zero—the equivalent of 
Fahrenheit’s degree 82. 

Reaumer’s scale, like Fahrenheit's, 
was a rather arbitrary one, but 
Celsius, having determined the freez- 
ing and boiling points of water, dl- 
vided the temperatures between them 
Into 100 degrees, His scale, called 
the centigrade—a hundred steps—has 
come into general use in continental 
Europe and is much used for scientific 
purposes elsewhere.—Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. 


Coconut Palm Is Valued 
for Variety of Products 


No tree, perhaps, provides such a 
variety of human needs as the coco- 
nut palm, says the National Geographic 
Magazine. It gives food and drink— 
the latter particularly important on 
smiuller islands of the South Seas 
where there are no water holes, Oft- 
en 4ravelers on these islands have gone 
for ten days with nothing to drink but 
cocunut milk, Also, the coconut palm 
furnishes, besides the copra of com- 
meice, a strongly alcoholic toddy and 
au sticky sirup resembling treacle. 

The husks and shells provide fuel 
und the dried spathe is excellent tin- 
det. The shells serve as plates, 
spoons and water bottles, Mats made 
from the leaves are used for walls 
und for beds; the dried leaves, tied 
inte bundles, give light as torches and 
ures. The spines of the leaves are 
tade Into brooms and the central stalk 
provides a weak timber which is put 
to @ number of uses. ‘The outer skin 
of this stalk is useful where a strong, 
tongh rope is required, as in lashing 
the gunwale of the canoe to the dug-

A coarse cov- 
erlog at the base of the leaf, which at 
lirat glance looks like a roughly woy- 
en fabric, is made Into strainers and 
sieves, The actual trunk of the palm, 
although not very durable, ts made 
inty spears and walking sticks, or cut 
int» logs for sitting platforms.

Both breeds are 
descendants of the same ancient par- 
ent family of Tibet Spaniels, but have 
been developed along different lines to | 
their present forms, 

Differing from the Peke, the Chin | 
dog stands well up on slender legs 
that are much feathered. White pre- 
dominates his coloring, being always 
present on his muzzle, stop, forehead 
and crown. His cheeks, ears and the 
sides of his neck are colored in clear, 
symmetrically distributed patches of 
black, red, brown or fawn, Black and 
white {s the most favored combination. 

In general appearance he suggests 
daintiness and beauty, making him | 
an exceptionally attractive house dog 
—full of Hfe, gentle and affectionate. 
The specimens coming from Japan are 
much larger and hardier, as are those 
that have been In the hands of thought- 
ful American and English breeders. 
Change in diet has developed a more | 
robust dog. But his sensitive nature 
has not changed—it precludes even the | 
suggestion of abuse in his training. 


“Touch” Pieces Reminder 
of “King’s Evil’? Cures 
Two Charles II gold “touch” pieces 
offered for sale in London serve &s re- 
minders of the time when monarchs 
were supposed to cure the disease 
known as “the king's evil,” which was 
a kind of plague. The “cure” was 
effected by the sovereign laying hands 
on the afflicted person, who was then } 
presented with “touch” pieces. Ed- 
ward the Confessor introduced the cer- 
emony into England, and the power 
to heal in this manner was supposed 
to become hereditary in the royal line. 
Usually the “touch” pleces were of 
gold, but during the troubled days of 
the reign of Charles I, gold being 
scarce, sliver coins were often be 
stowed, though sometimes the Royal 
physician had to discharge the pa- 
tients empty-handed. This strange 
custom was at its height in the reign 
of Charles If, who proclaimed definite | 
seasons when “publick healings” 
should take place, Those afflicted 
with “the king's evil” had to be recom- 
mended for “touching” by the parish 
minister or church wardens. During 


one period of four years the king 
“touched” nearly 24,000 persons! On 


Easter Sunday, 1686, Louis XTV attend- 
ed 1,600 stricken people, uttering the | 
words: “The king touches thee; may 
God cure thee.” Fifteen sous were 
given to each French patient and thir- 
ty to each foreigner.—Montreal Her- 
ald. 


The Panama Canal 

The first actual work done on the 
Panama canal was undertaken by a 
company chartered in France, headed | 
by the celebrated French engineer, 
Ferdinand de Lesseps. This was on 
January 20, 1882, when the excava- 
tion of the Culebra cut was begun. 
But this enterprise got into financial 
difficulties and work was stopped in 
18s. A reorganized company re- 
sumed operations in October, 1894, 
and continued work of varying extent | 
until Its rights and property were pur- 
chased by the United States under au 
thority of the act of congress of June 
28, 1902. The building of the canal 
was then taken up by this country in 
May, 1904, with Gen. George W. 
Goethals as chief engineer, and fin- 
The first ocean 
stenmer passed through on August 8, 
1914, and on August 15 the canal was 
opened to commerce, 


Change in Calendar 

Old style dates refer to the Julian 
enalendar, which was abandoned in 
England and America in 1752, New 
style refers to the Gregorian calendar, | 
which was adopted in that year, The 
difference between them was at that 
time 11 days. The Gregorian calen- 
dar was adopted by dropping from the 
year 1752 the dates September 8 to 18, 


Inclusive. George Washington was 
born February 11, 1782, as reckoned 
by the Julian calendar. But due to 
the adoption of the Gregorian system, 
the twenty-first anniversary of his 
birth fell on February 22, 1753, and he 
thereafter regarded February 22 as 


his birthday. Many other persons and 
events adjusted themselves similarily 
to the change In the calendar, and 
hence it Is that dates in this period 
are often accompanied by the explana 
tory initials,

pelier, Vt.; graduated from the Naval | 


frigate Mississippi in the gulf and on 
the gunboat Agawam in the north At- 
lantic blockading squadron, took part 
in the opening of the Mississippi and 
capture of New Orleans by Farragut, 
the engagements below Donaldson- 
ville and in the attacks on Fort Fish- 
er. In January, 1898, he was placed 
in command of the Asiatic squadron, 
and on the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war was ordered against 
the Spanish naval forces under Ad- 
miral Montojo. 

May 1, 1898, Dewey destroyed the 
Spanish fleet in Manila bay without 
the loss of a man or material injury 
to any of his vessels. The Spanish 
navy yard at Cavite then fell into 
his hands, When the news of his vic- 
tory reached the United States he was 
promoted to rear-admiral and thanked 
by congress, He remained in Manila 
bay, blockading the port and vicinity 
until the arrival of American troops; 


then, in co-operation with General 
Merritt, he captured the city and 
adjacent fortifications. He retained 


command of naval forces tn Phillp- 
pine waters until 1899, during which 
time he served as a member of the 
first Philippine commission (1899). In 
March, 1899, he was made admiral 
of the navy, the highest rank held 
by any American naval officer. On 
his arrival in the United States he 
was received with great honor, both 
at New York and at Washington. 
From March 29, 1900, to the time of 
his death, January 16, 1917, he was 
president of the general board of the 
navy. 


Smoky Substitutes Long 
Used Before Glass Lamps 


The story of lamps and lighting 
Is a long one and that part of It 


that deals with the early settlers in 
New England holds many interesting 
features, notes a writer in the De- 
troit News, One of them Is the betty 
lamp, which was really a boat-shaped 
iron vessel with an open wick. This, 
however, was burned sparingly, for It 
gave off a rank-smelling smoke and 
the glow was so feeble that It was 
of little assistance. 

About the same 
a resinous pitch 
strips for 


time candle-wood, 
pine, was cut into 
lighting. It was more 
practical, as it burned brightly, but 
there was still the problem of the 
dense smoke, 

Rush lamps were also used, because 
they were easy to obtain, being noth- 
ing more than cat-o’-nine-tails braid- 
ed or bundled and soaked In oll or 
tallow. Bayberries, as well as the fat 
of wild animals, were used when tal- 
low was not obtainable because cat- 
tle were scarce, Candles were used 
only for special occasions, 

After putting up with all of these 
Inconvenient methods of lighting, 
the coming of the Sandwich glass 
lamp was welcomed by the housewives 
of the early days. By 1800 the glass 
lamp was in general use,
